Constitution 

ARTICLE  I 

This  Society  shall  be  known  by  the  style  and  title  of 

Abraham  Lincoln  Tabernacle,  No.  1, 

National  Grand  United  Order  of  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  Love  and 
Charity,  located  in  the  City  of  Boston,  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

ARTICLE  II, 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  this  Tabernacle  shall  be  a W.S.,  W.Y.S.,  R.S.,  F. 
S.,  Treasurer,  Chaplain,  Conductress,  and  Assistant  Inside  and  Out- 
side Sentinels.  They  shall  be  elected  quarterly. 

Each  of  the  above-named  officers  shall  be  voted  for  separately  and 
must  receive  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.  In  all  elec- 
tions of  officers,  ball-ballots  shall  be  used. 

ARTICLE  III. 

All  laws  for  the  government  of  this  Tabernacle  not  herein  men- 
tioned or  laid  down  in  the  general  laws  and  regulations  of  this  order, 
may  be  adopted  from  time  to  time  or  alterations  and  amendments 
made  as  may  be  deemed  requisite.  Provided  notice  of  such  amend- 
ments or  alteration  be  given  at  least  one  month  previous  to  its  consid- 
eration, and  to  become  legal  must  meet  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present. 


By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  I. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  Tabernacle  shall  be  held  on 
the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesday  Evenings  in  each  month.  Special  meet- 
ing many  be  called  when  the  W.  S*  may  deem  it  expedient,  or  when 
requested  by  seuen  members  in  writing.  The  time  of  meeting  eight 
o^clock^  P.  M. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  officers  of  this  Tabernacle  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  in 
the  months  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE  II. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  S.  to  preside  over  the  meetings  of 
the  Tabernacle,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  enforce  a due  observance  of 
the  by-laws;  to  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasurer  and  hold  in  his  pos- 
session the  bail  bond  of  the  treasurer  ; to  see  that  the  quarterly  re- 
ports are  made  out  and  presented  to  the  Grand  Tabernacle,  and  can 
only  vote  when  ballots  are  used,  or  in  case  of  a tie  by  a hand  or  stand- 
ing vote,  when  he  shall  give  the  casting  vote. 

ARTICLE  lY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  Y.  to  assist  the  W.  S.  in  opening  and 
closing  the  Tabernacle,  and  in  keeping  order,  and  enforcing  the  laws 
and  to  preside  over  the  Tabernacle  in  the  absence  of  the  W.  S. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  R.  S.  to  keep  a correct  rec- 
ord of  the  proceedings  of.  the  meetings  of  the  Tabernacle,  draw  and 
attest  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  when  authorized  to  do  so,  and  do 
all  and  any  writing  which  the  nature  of  the  office  demands,  and  shall 
be  exempt  from  monthly  dues  and  receive  their  mileage  in  lieu  of 
payment  for  services  rendered. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  F.  S.  to  keep  a strict  and  ac- 
curate account  between  each  member  and  the  Tabernacle,  and  pay 
all  money  received  immediately  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt 
for  the  same,  to  notify  members  in  arrears  at  the  end  of  each  quarter 
to  come  forward  and  settle  their  dues,  and  to  note  down  the  date  of 
initiation  and  residence  of  each  member,  and  prepare  the  quarterly 
report  to  the  Grand  Tabernacle,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  monthly 
dues  and  receive  their  mileage  in  lieu  of  payment  for  services  ren- 
dered. 

ARTICLE  YI. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  safe  the  funds  of  the 
Tabernacle,  and  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him,  signed  and  attested  by 


the  W.  S.  and  K.  S.  He  shall  keep  a full  and  correct  account  of  all 
money  received  and  expended,  and  must  in  all  cases  give  bonds  to 
cover  the  amount  under  his  control. 

He  shall  keep  his  books  and  papers  at  all  times  ready  for  the  in- 
spection of  the  W.  S.,  U.  S.,  or  any  committee  that  may  be  appoint- 
ed for  that  purpose  by  the  Tabernacle. 

He  shall  make  a semi-annual  report  of  the  state  of  the  funds. 

ARTICLE  yil. 

Duty  of  Chaplain. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chaplain  to  open  and  close  each  meet- 
ing of  the  Tabernacle  with  prayer  or  reading  a portion  of  the  Scrip- 
tures and  obligate  all  candidates  for  membership. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Duty  of  Conductress  and  Assistant. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conductress  to  take  charge 
of  the  paraphernalia  of  the  Tabernacle,  to  see  that  the  same  is  kept 
in  order,  and  to  attend  to  the  preparation  and  initiation  of  candidates 
for  membership,  and  to  superintend  the  ceremonies  of  the  Taber- 
nacle in  general. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  A.  C.  to  fill  the  position  of 
the  Conductress  in  her  absence  and  assist  in  the  general  ceremonies 
of  the  Tabernacle. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Duties  of  the  I.  S.  and  O.  S. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  I.  S.  to  take  charge  of  the 
inner  door,  and  to  admit  no  one  but  members  and  candidates,  and 
report  to  the  W.  S.  the  name  of  members  who  have  not  the  quarterly 
pass-word. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  O.  S.  to  keep  a strict  watch 
over  the  outer  door,  and  to  admit  none  in  the  ante-room  but  mem- 
bers of  the  order  and  candidates  for  membership. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Committees  and  their  Duties. 

Section  1.  Th«re  shall  be  a Finance  Committee  of  three  mem- 
bers, elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in  May,  who  shall  report  in 
writing  semi-annually  a full  account  of  money  on  hand  or  invested, 
and  the  interest  thereon,  a value  of  the  property  of  the  Tabernacle; 
they  shall  receive  from  the  Treasurer  all  monies  over  S75,  825  of 
which  sum  shall  be  retained  for  current  expenses,  $50  being  reserved 
for  funeral  expenses;  they  shall  invest  or  deposit  the  monies  so 
received  in  such  manner  as  the  Tabernacle  shall  direct.  They  shall 
deliver  all  vouchers  or  certificates  of  deposit  or  investment  of  money 
immediately  to  the  Treasurer.  They  shall  at  no  time  make  any 
change  in  the  investment  of  money  without  a special  order  of  the 


Tabernacle. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  elected  a committee  of  six  (6)  members 
on  the  first  regular  meetings  in  the  months  of  May,  August,  J^ovem- 
per  and  February,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  a strict  inquiry 
into  the  character  of  all  candidates,  and  report  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  whether  the  applicant  be  the  proper  person  or  not. The 
•aid  committee  to  be  composed  of  three  (3)  males  and  three  (3) 
females. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  elected  a committee  of  six  members  on 
the  first  regular  meetings  in  the  months  of  May,  August,  November 
and  February,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  sick  or  indisposed 
members  of  the  Tabernacle,  and  render  them  such  aid  as  the  by- 
laws require.  Said  committee  to  be  composed  of  three  (3)  males  and 
three  (3)  females. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  elected  a committee  of  six  (6)  on  the 
first  regular  meetings  in  the  months  of  May,  August,  November  and 
February,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  all  charges  against 
members.  This  committee  shall  have  power  to  call  in  evidence, 
determine  and  settle  all  cases,  according  to  the  evidence  given! 
Their  report  shall  be  in  writing,  sealed  and  given  to  the  W.  S.,  who 
shall  direct  the  R.  S.  to  read  the  same,  and  it  must  receive  a two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  before  being  ratified  or  rejected, 
the  above  vote  being  taken  by  ballot.  The  said  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  three  (3)  males  and  three  (3)  females. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  an  Auditing  Committee  of  three  mem- 
bers, elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in  May  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  audit  the  F.  S..  R.  S.  and  Treasurer  ; also  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee’s books,  and  report  semi-annually  to  the  Tabernacle. 

Section  6.  All  committee  reports  must  be  made  in  writing  and 
signed  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Membership^  etc. 

Section  1.  Any  person  desiring  to  become  a member  of  the  Tab- 
ernacle shall  send  a written  petition,  stating  name,  age,  occupation 
and  residence,  enclosing  one-half  of  the  initiation  fee  and  a doctor’s 
certificate  ofheatlh  vouched  for  by  two  members,  who  mustbe  finaii- 
cial  at  the  time  of  vouching. 

Section  2.  The  ages  of  applicants  for  membership  in  this  Tab- 
ernacle shall  be  as  follows  : Males,  from  18  years  of  age  to  50;  Fe- 

males, from  16  years  of  age  to  50. 

Section  3.  When  the  investigating  committee  have  reported 
favorably  upon  the  applicant,  they  shall  then  be  balloted  for;  and  if 
receiving  more  than  three  (3)  black  balls  they  shall  be  declared  not 
elected.  But  if  less  than  three  black  balls  are  cast  against  them 
they  shall  be  declared  elected. 


Section  4.  Incase  of  the  rejection  of  an  apitlicant  the  W.  S.  shall 
order  the  K.  S.  to  read  this  section  of  the  by-laws,  so  tliat  no  mem- 
her  or  visitor  may  plead  ignorance  of  the  law.  No  member  or  vis- 
itor shall  disclose  the  members  who  oppose  the  aiiplicant  for  mem- 
bership, under  the  penally,  if  a member,  of  being  expelled  • if  a 
visitor,  of  never  being  allowed  to  visit  or  become  a member  of  the 

labernacle.  An  applicant  after  being  rejected  cannot  apply  ao-ain 

under  six  months’  time.  ® 

Section  5.  Any  person  or  persons  after  being  duly  elected  mem- 
bers of  this  Tabernacle,  and  failing  to  report  for  initiation  within 
two  months’  time,  shall  forfeit  all  claim,  and  wishing  again  to  make 
application  the  same  form  must  again  be  taken  as  laid  down  in  this 
article. 

Section  6.  Any  member  introducing  an  improper  person  for 
membership,  upon  conviction  thereof,  may  be  expelled  bv  a two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Section  7.  Any  person  wishing  to  become  a member  by  a certifi- 
cate.frorn  another  Tabernacle  shall  send  his  or  her  certificate  to  the 
vy.  S.,  who  will  order  the  same  to  be  read  in  open  2’abernacle,  ann 
it  no  objection  is  offered  the  applicant  may  be  balloted  for,  and  if 
el^ected  become  a member  by  paying  half  the  regular  fee,  and  they 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  benefits  for  six  months  hereafter.  ^ 

Section  8.  Any  member  of  this  Tabernacle  who  has’eommitted  a 
traud  on  the  Tabernacle,  or  having  been  tried,  convicted  and  pun- 
ished by  a court  of  justice,  may  be  expelled  by  a two-thirds  (2-3) 
vote  of  the  members  present.  Provided  always  the  member  has  had 
one  month’s  notice  to  present  defense  before  the  committee  on 
charges,  A member  on  being  expelled  forfeits  all  claims  on  the 
J abernacle. 

Section  9.  Any  member  who  has  never  committed  an  act  to  brin» 
disgrace  on  the  Tabernacle,  and  who  by  age  or  inability  becomes 
unable  to  pay  their  assessments,  shall  be  considered  a life  member 
and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  assessments  and  forfeitures  named! 
but  at  their  death  shall  receive  the  funeral  benefits  of  the  Tabernacle. 

Section  10.  A suspended  member  will  not  be  eligible  to  benefits" 
either  sick  or  funeral,  for  12  months  after  they  shall  be  reinsteted.  ' 

AETICLE  XII. 

Admission  Fees,  Dues,  etc. 

Section  1.  The  initiation  fee  for  members  is  as  follows  • From 

on  ® thirty  to  forty  years  of 

age,  $7.00.  :^-om  forty  to  fifty  years  of  age,  50  cents  for  “each  addi- 

To  become  a full  member  at  the  time  of  initiation, 
$16.00.  Between  the  ages  of  forty  and  fifty  years,  §20.00 
Section  2.  Monthly  dues,  25  cents  per  month.  Each  surviving 


member  shall  pay  per  rata  sum  equivalent  to  the  amount  expended, 
but  at  no  time  shall  it  exceed  $1.00. 

Section  3.  ^Uhe  F.  S.  books  shall  decide  all  disputes  of  the  pay- 
ments of  dues,  unless  it  can  be  proved  by  three  (3)  that  there  has 
been  a mistake  made,  said  evidence  to  be  called  for  by  the  \\  . S., 
and  decided  without  debate. 

Section  4.  Any  member  or  members  being  indebted  to  tne  iab- 
ernacle  to  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents($1.50)  for  dues,  fines, 
contributions  etc.,  shall  be  notified  by  the  F.  S.,  in  writing,  and  it 
failino-  to  pav  the  same  within  one  month  after  said  notification  shall 
be  suspended  by  the  W.  S.  Owing  for  12  months  or  its  equivalent 
in  dues,  taxes,  fines  or  assessments,  shall  forfeit  their  memberslup  , 
their  names  shall  be  read  in  open  Tabernacle.  Ihe  Recorcling 
retary  shall  send  their  name  to  the  Grand  Tabernacle,and  they  shall 
forfeit  all  claims  on  the  Tabernacle.  But  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  deprive  such  member  from  the  privilege  of  paying  their  in- 
debtedness in  part  or  in  full. 

Sections.  Any  rejected  candidate  or  any  member  expelled  or 
suspended  from  the  Tabernacle  for  any  cause  their  name  shall  be 
sent  to  each  J^ister  Tabernacle  of  the  State  by  the  W«  Bee.  of  the 
Tabernacle. 


ABTICLE  XIII. 

Sick  Benefits.i 

Section  1.  Every  financial  member  o^ear’s  standing,  when  sick 
or  disabled,  and  whose  indebtedness  does  not  exceed  the  sum  or 
S1.50  will  be  entitled  to  receive  the  following  weekly  benefits  : I or 
the  first  four  weeks  the  sum  of  $4.00  ; for  the  second  four  weeks 
the  sum  of  $3.00  ; for  the  third  four  weeks  the  sum  of  $2  00. 

Section  2.  Any  member  desiring  the  benefits  of  this  Tabernacle 
shall  send  a written  application  to  the  W.  S.,  together  with  a physi- 
cian’s certificate,  residence  of  physician,  also  the  nature  ot  sickness. 

Section  3.  The  W.  S.,  upon  the  receipt  of  an  application  ror 
benefits,  shall  immediately  notify  the  Visiting  Committee  to  visit 
the  applicant  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  such  notice  as  le 
bv-laws  provide.  They  shall  pay  to  the  applicant  within  one  week 
from  the  receipt  of  the  doctor’s  certificate  their  weekly  benefits,  ^nd 
every  week  thereafter  during  such  sickness.  ...  n,  i. 

Section  4.  Any  member  while  receiving  the  sick  benefits  will  not 
be  allowed  to  work  at  their  usual  vocation,  or  any  business  for  gain, 
except  directing  or  overseeing  their  own  business,  under  penalty  oi 
expulsion  upon  being  found  guilty  of  the  same.  No  memher  will  be 
allowed  to  make  themselves  financial  while  sick  tor  the  puipose  or 

■receiving  the  benefits.  . m 

Section  5.  No  members  while  receiving  the  benefits  wiU  be  al- 
dowed  to  expose  themselves  to  night  air,  or  inclement  weather,  under 


penalty  of  having  their  benefit  stopped.  No  member  will  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  weekly  benefits  wiio  brings  sickness  on  themselves. 
No  member  who  has  received  the  weekly  benefit  for  twelve  consecu- 
tive weeks  and  dischnrged  the  committee,  will  again  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  benefits  if  sick,  under  the  expiration  of  one  year’s  time  from 
date  of  discharging  of  the  committee. 

Section  6.  Should  the  condition  of  a sick  member  require,  the  W. 
S.  shall  appoint  two  members,  taking  them  as  they  stand  on  the  roll, 
to  attend  them  tiiree  (3)  times  each  week,  and  render  them  such  as- 
sistacce  as  may  be  in  their  power.  Contagious  diseases  excepted. 
ARTICLE  XIV. 

Death  of  a Member, 

SecticLi  1.  On  the  death  of  a member  the  sum  of  fifty(50)  dollars 
will  be  paid  to  their  legal  representative  provided  always  the  de- 
ceased has  been  a member  of  one  year  s standing  and  are  financial 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  buty  of  the  W.  S.,  as  soon  as  the  death, 
of  a member  is  officially  reported  to  see  that  the  amount  herein  pro- 
vided by  the  By-Law  is  paid  within  twenty-four(24)  hours. 

Section  3.  If  there  shall  be  no  legal  representative  of  the  deceased 
member  the  Visiting  Cominittee  shall  take  the  whole  charge  of  the 
remains,  and  see  the  amount  is  expended  for  the  purpose  named. 

Section  4.  On  the  death  ot'  a member,  the  Tabernacle  in  a body, 
shall  attend  the  remains  of  the  de^'eased  at  residence  or  church  if 
conveyed  there.  There  shall  be  a carriage  procured  for  the  first 
four (4)  officers  to  attend  the  remains  to  the  place  of  interment. 


ARTICLE  XV. 

Fines. 

Section  1.  Members  refusing  or  failing  to  attend  the  funeral  of  a 
member,  when  legally  notified,  shall  be  fined  one  (1)  dollar. 

Section  2.  Officers  absent  from  the  meetings,  twenty-five  cents. 

Section  3.  Officers  absent  at  the  time  of  opening  the  meeting 
twelve  cents. 

Section  4*  Members  refusing  to  sit  up  with  the  sick,  or  to  furnish 
a substitute  to  do  so,  one  dollar. 

Section  5.  Members  insulting  or  resisting  an  officer,  fifty  cents. 

Section  6.  Officers  failing  to  send  books  to  meeting,  one  dollar. 

Section  7.  Members  refusing  to  come  to  order,  ten  cents. 

Section  8.  Committees  failing  to  perform  their  duties,  twenty- 
five  cents. 

Section  9.  Members  failing  to  use  the  term  brothers  and  sisters 
during  meetings,  ten  cents. 

Section  10.  Any  member  failing  to  vote  when  called  upon  by  the 
W.  S to  do  so  shall  be  fined  10  cents. 

N5  excuses  from  the  payment  of  these  fines  shall  be  received  ex- 
cept sickness  or  absence  from  the  city. 


All  fines  shall  be  added  to  the  monthly  dues. 

AKTICLE  XVI. 

Qualification^ifor  O'Qice  and  Degrees, 

Section  1.  Xo  membei  is  eligible  to  hold  an  office  in  this  Taber- 
nacle unless  they  have  been  a member  3 months,  and  have  three(3) 
degrees  of  this  order. 

Section  2.  Xo  member  is  eligible  to  the  position  of  W.  S.,  W V., 

R.  S.,  and  E.  S.,  unless  they  have  been  duly  elected,  installed  and 
filled  some  subordinate  office  for  three(3)  months. 

Section  3.  When  a member  desires  to  obtain  the  degrees  they 
must  stand  up  in  their  places  and  respectfully  ask  the  W.  S.  for  them. 
If  no  objection  is  offered  they  may  be  ballotted  for,  and  if  receiving 
a two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  a certificate  shall  be  given  them 
to  the  degree  master,  signed  and  attested  by  the  W.  S.  and  R.  S., 
certifyng  that  the  member  is  worthy  to  be  further  exalted  in  the  Or- 
der. 

Section  4.  Any  member  elected  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  of  any 
officer  who  performs  his  or  her  duties  faithfully  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  honors  and  privileges  as  if  they  had  served  the  full  term. 

ARTICLE  XYII 
Miscellaneous, 

Section  1.  Any  member  preferring  a charge  against  a member 
must  send  the  same  sealed  and  directed  to  the  W.  S.,  indorsed  on  tho 
back  as  a charge  against  brother  or  sister,  and  the  eomplainant’s 
name  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  and  their  residences.  The  W. 

S.  shall  immediately  present  the  said  charge  to  the  committee  on 

eharges  and  instruct  the  Secretary  to  notify  said 

member  so  charged  also  send  a copy  of  the  charge  the  time  and  place 
where  the  trial  will  be  held  and  alse  notify  the  witnesses. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  to  notify  the  E.  S.  of 
their  changes  in  residence  within  48  hours  after  such  change.  Any 
member  wishing  to  withdraw  from  this  Tabernacle  shall  make  an  ap- 
plication in  open  Tabernacle  for  a certificate,  and  if  the  applicant  is 
not  in  arrears  or  uuder  any  charges  a certificate  shall  be  granted, 
signed  and  attested  by  the  W.  S.  and  R.  S.,  and  with  the  seal  of  the 
Tabernacle. 

Sectitn  3.  Xo  member  of  another  Tabernacle  will  be  allowed  to  visit 
this  Tabernacle  but  three  times  during  each  quarter,  unless  he  is  an 
officer  of  the  G.  Tabenacle,  or  by  special  permission  of  the  W.  S. 
Xo  member  of  another  Tabernacle  will  be  allowed  to  fill  any  office  pro 
tempore,  or  assist  in  any  of  the  ceremonies  of  this  Tabernacle,  unless 
the  said  brother  or  sister  is  an  officer  of  the  Grand  Tabernacle. 

Section  4.  The  badge  of  this  'J'abernacle  when  attending  funerals 
or  represented  as  a body  shall  be  as  follows:  for  the  males,  black  hats, 
dark  clothes,  white  cotton  gloves,  and  crape  on  their  left  arm,  rosette 


on  the  left  breast,  indicating  their  degrees,  covered  with  crape.  Fe- 
males, black  alpaca  bonnets  faced  with  purple  ribbon,  plain  black  al- 
paca dress  and  white  cotton  gloves,  rosette  on  left  breast  indicating 
their  degree  covered  with  crape.  Any  memoer  of  three  months  stand- 
ing failing  to  appear  in  accordance  with  this  Article  shall  be  fined  60 
cents.  At  funerals  no  Regalia  is  to  be  worn  except  Rosettes  or  Jewels. 
On  other  occasions  the  wearing  of  the  Regalia  is  optional  with  the 
Tabernacle. 

Section  5.  Rosettes  indicating  the  different  degrees  are  as  follows; 
First  degree,  white;  second  degree,  blue;  third  degree,  red. 

Section  6.  All  members  failing  to  be  present  at  Roll-call  shall  be 
fined  5c.  unless  a legal  excuse  is  given.  Sickness  or  absence  from  the 
city  shall  be  deemed  a legal  excuse. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Rule  1.  When  a member  desires  to  address  the  Tabernacle  they 
shall  rise  up  in  their  place  and  address  the  W.  S.,  and  ayoid  all  per- 
sonalities or  language  reflecting  on  the  Tabernacle  or  members. 

Rule  2.  No  member  shall  interrupt  the  Tabernacle  while  the  re- 
ports or  any  other  papers  aae  being  read. 

Rule  3.  No  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  floor  more  than 
three  (3)  times  on  the  satne  subject,  and  not  allowed  to  speak  more 
than  five  (5)  minutes  each  time. 

Rule  4.  When  a member  is  in  the  posession  of  the  floor  they  can- 
not be  deprived  of  the  same  unless  by  a breach  of  order. 

Rule  5.  One  or  more  members  desiring  to  speak  at  the  same  time 
the  W.  S.  shall  decide  which  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Rule  6.  The  W.  S.  shall  entertain  no  subject  for  debate  until  the 
same  is  moved  and  seconded  and  stated  to  the  Tabernacle. 

Rule  7.  A member  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  rule  of  the 
W.  S.,  on  which  appeal  the  W.  S.  and  members  may  speak  but  once.
